He finds 
thafathesf our coins enabled him"to jpaade 
clear 'the -testimony of the evangelist as 
to the fifteenth year of thesEmperor Ti- 
berius. Though Augustus died Aug. 
10, 767,'itho reign of Tiberius, must bo 
counted from a .year and , a half earlier, 
from Feb., 700, when.,he,'was appointed 
co-regent; therefore tho 'fifteenth, year of 
Tiberius falls in 780,\when t Join, bap- 
tized Jesus, who was "then ''about -80 
yearS'Of'age. 


One of the evangelists saysifhat Jesus 


began ito preach,fcrty-sis,y^ars -after thq 
building of tho temple by ''Herod at 
Jerusalem. Now it is known that the 
templo was begun eighteen years aftor 
Herod was appqinted regent .by tho Ro- 
nan senate, or in tho year 734 from the 
foundation of Rome. Adding forty-sis: 
;o-that year it givea 780 as«ttie'year,in 
wMch Ohristjbegan .to preaoh. If all 
ieso-'caiculations of Professor 'Battler 
i,re correct'then the Christian! era began 
five years • earlier than is usually sup- 
posed.— St. Louis Republic.
